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PETITION TO RESET PERIOD FOR REPLY DUE TO LATE

Dear Sir: 

The applicant respectfully petitions to reset the period for replying to the Notice to File 
Corrected Application Papers, which apparently was mailed on June 3, 2004. Filed 
contemporaneously herewith is applicant's response to the Notice. The applicant, through its 
attorneys, first received a copy of the Notice at the correspondence address of record on 
November 19, 2004, as evidenced from the faxed copy sent from the PTO to applicant's 
attorneys.
